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8. (Amended) A lurhinaire as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that said side wall (5^, 5') is manufactured from a light- 
transmitting material. 

9. (Amended) An assembly of a first luminaire (1) and a second 
luminaire (11) both as claimed in claim 1, wherein the first 
luminaire (1) lies against the second luminaire (11) with 
respective side walls (5, 1J 

while an edge (6)|^rfWhe light emission window (4) of the 
first luminaire (1) lies a^insi an edge (16) of a light emission 
window (14) of the second lumfnaAre (11) in the assembly of the 
first (1) and the second luminaireV (11) , 

and said light emission windows (4; 14) and said side 
walls (5, 15) are manufactured from a, light- transmitting material. 

10. (Amended) A method of presenting and/or selling an object, 
characterized in that the object is illuminated by means of a 
luminaire as claimed in claim 1. 
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
